Substitute addresses by experts 
upon concrete problems that may be evolved from the 
following:- 


Methods of teaching (1) religion, or (2) morality, 
or (3) citizenship in schools, in ()) England, or (5) France, 


or (6) Germany, or (7) Japan. 


Present-day methods of teaching (8) religion, 
(9) morality, or (10) citizenship in the various provinces 
of Canada. 

Suggested improvements in these methods. 

The training of the teacher for each of these 
purposes; the curriculum and textebooks; the training 
of the immigrant for citizenship.
